Cultural Relations Pact — 


A Japanese-West German Cul- 
tural Agreement was signed 
Thursday at the Foreign Office. 
It became the seventh postwar 
cultural pact Japan has con- 
cluded with foreign nations. 


At the signing, Japan was 
represented by Foreign Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi and the Fede- 
ral Republic of Germany by Dr. 
Walter Halistein, Vice-Foreign 
Minister. 

The new agreement consist- 
ing of a preamble and 13 arti- 
cles: expresses the purpose is 
“to render fast and permanent 
the traditional cultural rela- 
tions” between Japan and Ger- 
many and “to lay the founda- 
tion for their further develop- 
ment in the future.” 

A. joint communique said the 
two countries’ “united efforts to 
construct a better international 
society will contribute vastly to 
the maintenance and further- 
ance of world peace.” | 

Kishi, addressing the signing 
ceremony. expressed great hope 
in the activities of the joint cul- 
tural commissions to be set up 
at Tokyo and Bonn under the 
agreement. 

Dr. Halistein said: “I am fully 
convinced that the signing of 
this instrument will create a 
practical and constructive basis 
for a still deeper friendship and 
understanding between the 
Japanese and the German peo- 

le.” 

The new agreement will take 


effect one month after instru- 
ments of ratification are ex- 
changed in Bonn. Its validity 
will be for five years. 


Negotiations for the agree- 
ment began in Tokyo in the fall 
of 1955. 


The six nations with which 
Japan has concluded cultural 
pacts since the war are France, 
Brazil, Italy, Thailand, Mexico 
and India.

This week sees the arrival in 
Tokyo of new ambassadors from 
both the Soviet Union and the 
United States. 


For various reasons, this coin- 
cidence has become a controver- 
sial topic. f 


Both Tevosyan and Mac- 
Arthur II are completely new 
faces on the Japanese scene. 
But we hear that they are both 
able men who carry consider- 
able weight with their home 
governments, 

Therefore, we Japanese are 
naturally interested in knowing 
what Soviet Russia and Amer- 
ica have in mind in ‘sending 
such prominent ambassadors to 
Tokyo at this time. 


In Japanese circles, the fol- 
lowing observations are being 
made. (1) Tevosyan is an ex- 
pert on the metallurgical, ship- 
building and machine indus- 
tries; (2) the subject in which 
the Russians showed constant 
interest during the past two 
years of .Japan-Soviet negotia- 
tions was the trade issue; and 
(3) it is reported that Soviet 
Russia is. contemplating an 
enormous plan for the. develop- 
ment of Siberia. 


A combination of these three 
factors has produced two inter- 
pretations on the Japanese side: 
(1) the Soviet is trying to divert 
Japan's interest from America 
toward herself by using the

The announcement said that 
withdrawal of British forces in 
Jordan will commence as soon 
as possible after the notes are 
exchanged and will be complet- 
ed not later than six months 
from the termination of the 
treaty. 

Under the treaty, Britain paid 
Jordan an amnual subsidy of 12,- 
000,000 pounds ($33,600,000) in 
return for facilities including 
bases.

Japan-Soviet 
Commission 
On Fisheries 
Starts Work 


The Japan-Soviet North Paci- 
fic Fisheries Commission heid 
its first meeting in Tokyo Thurs- 
day to fix this year’s limit for 
salmon fishing on the high seas 
and to settle other fishery issues 
pending between the two na- 
tions. | 

The commission was organiz- 


ed under the Japan-Soviet 
Fisheries Treaty signed in Mos- 
cow last May. 


The first-day meeting was 
merely perfunctory, with the 
mutual introduction of members 
of the 40-man Japanese -delega- 
tion and the 14-man Soviet dele- 
gation. They met at the Grand 
Hotel. 

The Japanese panel is headed 
by Agriculture-Forestry Minister 
Ichitaro Ide and the Soviet by 
Alexi M. Kutyarev, Deputy 
Fishery Industry Minister. 

In his opening address, Ide 
expressed hope that the comimis- 
sion’s work would result in mea- 
sures to stabilize fishery opera- 
tions by Japan and Russia in 
the northwest Pacific water. 

He said that both countries

Murder Suspects 
Granted Retrial 


Three farmers found guilty 
of murder by two lower courts, 
were granted a retrial Wednes- 
day by the Supreme Court, 

Reason given for the retrial 
order was insufficient evidence. 

Toshio Kojima, 27, and two 
others were arrested in Feb- 
ruary, 1940 on the charge of 
murdering all the members of 
a family of four in their own 
village in Shizuoka Prefecture. 

The threesome’ confessed the 
crime during police investiga- 
tions. 1 

However, at the Hamamatsu 
branch of the Shizuoka District 
Court, they retracted their con- 
fessions and pleaded not guilty 
of the charge, maintainfng that 
their confessions were extorted 
from them under duress. 

The court, however, adjudged 
them guilty and sentenced all 
of them to death. The defend- 
ants later brought their case 
before the Tokyo High Court, 
which turned down the appeal. 

The Supreme Court ordered 
a retrial of the case on the 
ground that police investiga- 
tions are not substantiated by 
sufficient material evidence and 
that a conclusive factor for de- 
termining the guilty of the sus- 
pects was open to question. 

The police, who arrested and 
investigated the three farmers, 
had earlier sent a tortured sus- 
pect In a different case to court, 
where he was acquitted of his 
charge. 


Police Partly Blame Parents | 
For Juvenile Crime Increase 


Japan’s parents are partly to 
blame for the staggering in- 
c.2ase in juvenile crimes, ac- 
cording to the Metropolitan 
Police Department, 

The department, which. rec- 
orded 16,216 cases of criminal 
offense committed by young- 
sters in 1956, has in a warning 
to parents frankly stated that 
“if you took more care of your 
sons and daughters, juvenile 
crimes would drop by 50 per 


cent,” 


As the department. issued the 
stern warning, policemen were 
busy rounding up a gang of four 
university students—three of 
them aged 20 and the fourth 18 
years old——on charges of hav- 
ing slugged a taxi driver early 
Thursday morning. The police 
said the taxi driver Mitsuru Ito 
was beaten badly before the 
students took off—without pay- 
ing the 370-yen fare. The stud- 
ents, caught later in the morn- 
ing, were found to be “delin- 
c .ent students frequently hang- 


ing around in the gay quarters 
of Shinjuku.” 

While the 1956 records show- 
ed “only” 16,216 criminal cases 
involving youngsters, another 
140,893 teen-agers were put 
under police supervision for 
“minor misdeeds.” 


Noteworthy is the fact that 
juvenile crimes have increased 
steadily by about 20 per cent 
annually in the past several 
years, although crimes in gene- 
ral. last year showed a 12.3 per 
cent decrease from the previous 
year, 


Cases of “brutal crimes,” in- 
cluding murder, have doubled 
as compared with 1951 and 
those of violent crimes and 
moral crimes each jumped by 
400 per cent. 

Among the 16,216 cases of 
criminal offenses are 15 cases 
of. murder, 150 cases of injury, 
160 of rape, 314 of burglary, 31 
of arson, 1,530 of intimidation 
and 9,906 cases of theft.

Suma Maruki, a Retrospective 
Showing of her Paintings at the 
Toyoko Dept. Store, 7th floor 
gallery. Through Feb. 17. 


When you enter a gallery 
filled with the paintings of 
Suma Maruki, try to stand in 
the cefiter of the room and let 
yoursélf be enveloped by the 
veils of rainbow color. Like 
the shifting and evanescent 
hues that fill the sky after a 
rainstorm in summer, flashes 
of brilliant color will tremble 
on the eof murky thunder- 
clouds and pearly grays will al- 
ternate with rays of fiery red 
or the intensity of — freshly 
cleansed greens and blues. 

After your eyes are saturated 
with this whirling and floating 
glow, tas will gradually dis- 
cover t the colors are not 
freely drifting veils, but are at- 
tached by strongly entwining 
lines to shapes and patterns of 
animals and plants and even a 
few human figures who seem 
to have strayed into Some 
child’s. paintings of his own 
fairyland. 

Great Colorist 
I would not presume to tell 


you how-to-look.or what to see 
first unless it were for’just - 
that reason of delaying the 


childish aspect of these works 
and letting the first impression 
be a contact with a truly great 
colorist, We think of painting 
as being par excellence the art 
of color, arising as it does from 
an array of intense pigments 
spread out on a palette, yet the 
history of art is very stingy 
with its examples of paintings 
that speak primarily through 
color. One has to skip over 
gaps of centuries to assemble 
bits of pure color-art. 

In Japan the examples of 
strong color in painting are 
On this land 
of watery green fields and mist- 
enshrouded hills, the art of the 
ink-painter is perhaps the best 
interpreter of the landscape. 
In the venerable and sagacious 
East, the dictates of restraint 
and dignity have — relegated 
brilliant colors to the realm of 
childhood or to the exhibition- 
ism of the stage. A display 
of rich colors is almost suspect 
and beneath the notice of good 
taste. 

. Beyond Restraints 

Only the very old can place 
themselves beyond these tradi- 
tional restraints. Recently we 
have seen Tessai, after his age 
of 80, crashing through the 
invisible chains of literary and 
philosophical good manners to 
arrive at this personal fusign 
of poetry and painting. With- 
out the benefit of literature 
and with almost no learning 
whatever, and old lady called 
Suma Maruki began to paint 
around the age of 70 and pour- 
ed forth a series of color 
designs that sparkle with the 
gayety of childhood and with 
the freshness of a rainwashed 
sky.

stances, of an untrained person 
suddenly turning artist at an 
advanced age, sMould have 
stamped this old lady with the 
hame of “Japanese Grandma 
Moses.” The outer circum- 
stances may be similar, but 
from the internal evidence of 
their art there is hardly any 
resemblance at all. Nor is 
there any real justification for 
classing the work of this Ja- 
panese woman with the type 
of paintings in Europe and 
America that we call “modern 
primitive”, with such artists 
as John Kane, Mrs, - Moses, 
Vavin, or Bombois. | 
In Painterly Terms 

All these painters share a 
charm of naive story-telling. 
They assemble bits of natu-e 
with the same intensity of 
vision and pleasure that a child 
has in gathering pebbles and 
bits. of colored glass and they 
are as entrancing as children 
when they show us their world 
with a clarity and exuberance 
that contains no shadows, no 
dust, no atmospheric blurring 
or doubts. 


“The only one of -these-“prim+ 
itives” with whom Suma 
Maruki has any real affinity is 
Douanier Rousseau. Like him 
She has a strong power of 
design, far above that of the 
anecdotal story-tellers or naive 
“Sunday painters”. Like him 
she has the power to hold on 
to a personal vision and to ex- 
press it through intrinsically 
painterly terms, rather than 
through “human interest” nar- 


ration. 
Struggling Life 


I would not negate the in- 
terest in the sheerly human 
phenomenon of these antutored 
painters who struggle through 
to their art past all the ob- 
stacles of the burden of living

and the handicap of a lack of 
technical training. Nor do I 
ignore the pathos of a life like 
Suma Maruki’s, with 70 years 
devoted to the struggle of rear- 
ing a family and scratching a 
living by farming the soil of 
Japan; not to mention the 
perils of her proximity to atom- 
bombed Hiroshima or the final 
tragedy of her death, last year, 
at the hands of a youthful 
murderer whom she had be 
friended. Ali this is impreg- 
nated with human pathos—but 
so aré scores of other lives in 
this country and everywhere 


else. 
Reached Maturity 


I must ruthlessly insist on 
the sheer power of painting 
with color and pattern that 
lifts Suma Maruki’s work above 
anecdote or charm of childish 


vivacity or plain human inter-. 


est. She had these qualities, 
to be sure, but her lack of 
training and her naive ap- 
proach to correctness in draw- 
ing are evident only when one 
peers very closely. 


The animals and the few 
human beings that appear in 
her landscapes are drawn 
just as a child would present 


them, but after this all 
childishness stops. In the 
short 10 years of painting at 
the very end of a long life 
Suma Maruki groped her way 
to an array of colors and tex- 
tures that are full of a mature 
richness which needs no apol- 
ogies or explanations. In a 
screen done near the end of her 
activity she achieved an in- 
tegrated complexity like that 
of a Persian miniature. 


In other examples she reach- 
ed a freedom of color swirls 
and a depth of suggestion that 
recall Redon and Dufy. What 
Matisse tried to do by deliber- 
ately discarding his sophisti- 
cation, this old lady of Japan 
attained intuitively, 


How this was possible may 
perhaps never be fully under- 
stood, but one must recall that 
even a farmer’s wife in Japan 
is very close to craft techniques 
and to a pervasive aestheticism 
that enters all aspects of life. 
Two of her schildren became 
professional painters, but the 
influence flowed from her to 
them, and certainiy not the 
other way round. That does 
not explain the miracle. Are 
miracles ever explainable?

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Reparations to Indonesia 
Indonesia has a reputation of being one of the 
friendliest countries in the Far East. Certainly, it could 
be one of Japan’s most valuable neighbors in this area. 


' But in a dozen years since the end of World War II, Japan 


and Indonesia have made no progress toward sealing the 
breach that the war made in their relations. | 
Only one barrier stands in the way of the two coun- 
tries but it is a major one—the question of how much 
reparations Japan should pay that country for the damages 
it suffered during the war. This is ironic in a way because 
in 1952 when Japan first opened talks with the countries 


_--demanding reparations it chose Indonesia to deal with. 


first in the belief that it would be most amenable’ to a 
settlement. : : 

On the contrary, however, Burma and the Philippines 
signed reparations treaties with Japan first while the ques- 
tion of Indonesia and Vietnam remains undecided. sj 

The Jakarta Government demanded far more from 
Japan than this country could pay without permanently 
crippling its economy. Through the past. five years, the , 
big gap in the stands of the two countries has become 
complicated by a matter of a 170 million dollars trade 
debt that Jakarta has run up with Tokyo. Moreover, the 
moves toward arriving at a mutually acceptable compro- 
mise have been hindered by the question of “face.” 

But today political changes have occurred in both 
Indonesia and Japan which make the time propitious for 
new efforts to restore friendly and normal relations be- 
tween the two countries. A national election has brought 
some fresh faces into the government in Jakarta. And 
the Ishibashi Administration has taken over the reins of 
government in Tokyo on a platform of promoting friend- 
ship with the nations of Southeast Asia. 

The Philippines and Burma are already making good 
use of the capital goods and technical knowledge of Japan 
to rebuild their. war-shattered economies, create new in- 
dustries and make themselves economically as well as 
politically self-sufficient. ee | 

Even more than these countries, Indonesia is in 
economic trouble. It needs economic help and Japan is 
eager to do what it can. 

Under the circumstances, it should not be difficult to 
arrange for a compromise suitable to both sides. Japan, 
for one, must make up her mind to make a deal on the 
problem of Indonesia’s trade debt to her. Perhaps a part 
of that debt should be allowed to be applied to the repara- 
tions settlement as Indonesia has been insisting. 

The Japanese contention, of course, is that trade and 
reparations should be kept separate.. The important thing, 
however, is that the reparations settlement will contribute 
to good relations between the two nations. And a partial 
Japanese concession might contribute greatly toward the 
solution of the issue as a whole. 

On the other hand, Indonesia should be willing to 
scale down her demands for goods and services to a reason- 
able figure—which the Japanese economy will be able to 
digest. Needless to point out, it is also in the best interests 

of Indonesia to have Japan’s economic structure in a 
healthy condition rather than in a state of near bankruptcy. 

If both countries forget national pride for a moment, 

‘and deal with each other in a spirit of compromise, they 
can settle this problem of determining the amount and 
method of payment and get down to the real work of 
bringing prosperity and friendship to their own countries 
and to Asia as a whole. It is urgent that they do so. 


Let the People Know

‘Throughout all this period, rumors and gossip have 
“peen rife, much of it spread by Mr. Ishibashi’s political op- 
ponents. The Government spokesman asks us to laugh off 
the reports that the illness is serious. 

But how can we? We have precious little authoritative 
information to go on: And indeed, since when has the ill- 
ness of any man, particularly the nation’s chief executive 


been a matter to laugh off? 


The Prime Minister, by his own choice or that of his 
aides, has been fenced off from the public. No one is per- 
mitted to visit him, not even acting Prime Minister Kishi. — 

This does not sound like the Administration’s promises, 
made just last month, to bring the Government closer to 
the people by initiating an aggressive public relations pro- 


gram. Just the opposite.

Asahi Shimbun reiterated its 
strong opposition to the ruling 
Liberal-Democratic Party poli- 
cy committee’s decision to 
lighten the tax on “hanadai” or 
geisha fees. It is evident that 
the vote-conscious ruling party 
adopted the plan with the next 


general elections in mind. The 


present 30. per cent tax on 
“hanadai” is not as heavy as 
other taxes, and furthermore, 
the tax is paid not by the geisha 
but by pleasure-seekers. It is 
impossible to see any justifica- 
tion for the tax cut, the paper 
said, warning that the general 
public -will discredit the party 
if it sticks to the plan. 


Mainichi Shimbun criticized 
the British Government for its 
rejection of Japan's request 


seeking suspension of its plan~ 


ned thermonuclear Wweapons 
tests in the Christmas Island 
area. It is doubtful whether the 
British tests to take place at 4 
high altitude will involve less 
danger to persons and property. 
The Japanese people will not ap- 
prove the British Government's 
assertion that it will not be able 
to suspend thermonuclear wea- 
pons tests unless an _  inter- 
national agreement is reached to 
prohibit the weapons. As point- 
ed out by the News Chronicle, 
Britain will be. able to onhance 
its international prestige by be- 
ing the first to suspend the wea- 
pons tests. The paper also said 
that the Government should 
seek the United Nations’ inter- 
pretation as to the British For- 
eign Minister’s statement that 
creation of an off-limit area on 


the high seas is not illegal. 


Yomiuri Shimbun stressed the 
need of adopting a small elec- 
torate system. According to 
the paper, the present _ elec- 
torate system is greatly res- 
ponsible for ever-intensifying 
factional strife in the nation’s 
political parties, and it is evi- 
dent that politics is being 
“poisoned” by the factional 
strife.

Chugoku Shimbun (Hiro- 
shima) refuted British Foreign 
Secretary Liloyd’s statement be- 
fore the House of Commons on 
his country’s planned thermo- 
nuclear Weapons tests’in the 
Christmas Island area. The Brit- 
ish Government probably will 
turn down Japan’s request for 
suspension of the tests in line 
with what the Foreign Secretary 
said in reply to a Labor Party 
interpellator. © According .to 
Lioyd, the explosions would 
take place far from any inhabit- 
ed island and steps be taken to 
avoid danger to persons or pro- 
perty.

Biggest diplomatic victory 
Was scored by none of the 
above, but by little Prince 
Mashhur, 3-%-year-old son of 
King Saud. The generous out- 
pouring of gifts and goodwill 
to the little prince warmed the 
heart of his father more than 


all the regal receptions and’ 


state dinner parties given in 
his honor, elegant as these 
were, 

The fact that the American 
people spontaneously contribut- 
ed all sorts of presents and 
deluged the little boy with get- 
well messages, touched the 
King’s heart and. convinced 
him that the American peopie 
had no designs on his country. 
His staff purchased two extra 
trunks to carry the load of 
copybooks, miniature racing 
Cars, and other knickknacks 
the American public sent to the 
hospital. 

In addition to this, the King 
was delighted with the U.S.A. 
—ranging from his talks with 
Ike to Gali-Gali, the magician, 
who spoke in Arabic at the 
Arabian-American Oil Co. 
dinner given him at the May- 
flower Hotel, to the fact that 
John Foster Dulles gave him 
practically all of what xe want- 
ea from the United States. 

' The King’s Brother 

Dulles’ real problem, how- 
ever, is going to be after King 
Saud returns home. The King’s 


influential brother, now acting 


‘as lord chamberlain in his 
absence, is intensely  anti- 
Western and pro-Nasser. In 
addition, Nasser has managed 
to infiltrate the Saudi Arabian 
army with pro-Egyptian offi- 
cers, thanks to the Egyptian 
military .mission stationed in 
Scudi Arabia. 

This is why Dulles’ policy of 
sending more arms to Saudi 
Arabia is so risky. Chances are 
they will eventually fall into the 
hands of the pro-Nasser clique 
inside the Saudi Arabian army 
which has the support of the 
King’s brother, 

The King himself went home 
glowing with praise for the 
U.S.A. However, he is almost 
blind, reads only that which his 
advisers give him, and naturally 
is subject to all sorts of pres- 


sures. In the past, he advanc-, 


ed oil royalties to help Nasser 
buy arms from Russia, also ad- 
vanced money to. Nasser when 
the Egyptian budget was low, 
and just recently, while en 
route to Washington, stopped 
off in Cairo where he promised 
money to balance the Jordanian 
budget.
